For the year from 1873 
to 1874 he was president of Marshall 
College (W. Va.), but was.admitted to 
the bar and practised at Rowling 
Green, Ky., where he becam^city at¬ 
torney and later county - prosecutor. 
From 1899 until the present he has 
been, with two exceptions, a member 
of each House of Representatives/ He 
was |>emianent chairman of the Dem¬ 
ocratic National Convention in lHW, 
which tKpninaied Judge Parker, and 
minority leader of the Sixtieth (second 
session) and Sixty-first Congresses, 
preceding his election to the S|ieaker- 
ship. 2. His salary- is $12,UUO. while 
Congressmen receive $7,500.
